The words which follow appeared in my previous volume Guide to 
Ge'ez, and are based on words given for comparison in Gesenius, 
Hebrew and Chaldee Lexicon to the Old Testament Scriptures, 
translated with additions by Samuel Prideaux Tregelles, Bagsters, 
London, 1847. Interesting how the ordinary Bible scholar of 
moderate education was expected at that time to tackle a little 
basic Ethiopic as a matter ofcourse, Tregelles respects the 
German scholar's linguistic abilities, but is not shy of question- 
ing the other's revisionist tendencies, based on no solid data. 
When the revisionists question revisionist dogmas based on no 
sound empirical method, we shall know that Biblical scholarship 
has grown up at last!
